Let’s try again: How did 420 get its name? 
Let’s look at the myths first. They’re more 
entertaining. 

THE LEGENDARY ORIGIN OF 420 

The Huffington Post asked Warren 
Haynes, the Allman Brothers Band guitar¬ 
ist, who also plays with the current Grate¬ 
ful Dead, where the term 420 comes from.

Deadheads spread the wake-and- 
bake message of 420 around the country. 
However, the Grateful Dead did not 
always stay in Room 420 in hotels while 
on the road. 

Isn’t 420 Adolph Hitler’s birthday? 

While Hitler was born on April 20,1889, 
420 hardly commemorates that genocidal 
murderer. You’d be hard-pressed to find 
anyone who smokes up in his honor. April 
20 is also the anniversary of another hor¬ 
rible buzzkill: the Columbine High School 
massacre of 1999. That’s even easier to 
disprove as a 420 origin date because 
press references to 420 date back before 
1990.

Oddly, in California, the chicken has 
come after the egg. In 2003, California Sen¬ 
ate Bill 420, also known as the Medical Mar¬ 
ijuana Program Act, established guidelines 
for Prop. 215, such as how many plants and 
how much processed cannabis a medical- 
marijuana patient is allowed to have. 

A lot of people say 420 is a police radio code 
for marijuana. 

“All units, all units available: Please respond 
to a 420, marijuana smoking in progress.” .. 

. No. But interestingly, 420 is the radio code 
for homicide in both fact (the Las Vegas 
police department) and fiction (CSI). 
Doesn’t 420 refer to the section of the Califor¬ 
nia penal code relating to marijuana? 

No again. According to noted urban-myth 
buster Snopes.com, Section 420 of the Cali¬ 
fornia penal code refers to obstructing entry 
on public land.

deal behind 420? 

The real birth of 420 dates back to the 
early 1970s, when it became the hour of 
cannabis consumption among local high 
schoolers in San Rafael. Even in mellow 
Marin County, stronghold of the Grateful 
Dead, no concessions were made to allow 
puffing during school hours. 

So any time a member of a group of 
stoners, who called themselves “the Wal¬ 
dos” because they liked to hang out in 
front of a wall, would pass one another in 
the halls of the high school, they would 
exchange knowing glances and exchanges 
of “420 Louis!” As one Waldo explained 
to the San Francisco Chronicle in 2000, 

“It was just a joke, but it came to mean all 
kinds of things, like ‘Do you have any?’ or 
‘Do I look stoned?”’ They used 420 as a 
code word for their activities and for the 
time they would take place. 

The Waldos would meet in front of the 
statue of 19th-century French scientist 
Louis Pasteur and other secret spots on 
school grounds to get high at 4:20 p.m. It’s 
also said that the pack of teens would roam 
the campus, searching for a rumored mari¬ 
juana patch. 

The term 420 was widely in use in 
the 1970s. Deadheads spread it outward 
as though it were a virus from their San 
Rafael Ground Zero. Within a decade, pot 
smokers were using it not only across the 
country, but also around the world. 

The stoner bible High Times started 
using the term as far back as 1990, and 
later bought the website 420.com, which 
includes videos, news, horticulture tips, 
activism and conspiracy links (“Will the 
LAPD Have Armed Drones Hunting Sus¬ 
pects?”). 

Various members of the Waldos have 
surfaced over the years, showing letters 
with postmarks from the 1970s that refer 
to “420” to authenticate their claims.

420 CULTURE 

Are there pop-culture references to 420? 
Absolutely! 

Let’s start with the movies: 

The clocks in Pulp Fiction and Lost In 
Translation are all set to 4:20. And is it an 
accident the football scoreboard in stoner 
classic Fast Times At Ridgemont High 
reads 42-0? 

An episode of animated comedy Family 
Guy, naturally titled “420,” is dedicated to 
the subject. The plot has Stewie and Brian 
attempting to legalize marijuana. The 
show includes the classic song-and-dance 
performance “A Bag of Weed,” which can 
be found on YouTube. 



Snoop Dogg (now Lion) said in 2009, 
“Me and Willie Nelson recorded [a] song 
in Amsterdam on 4/20, 2009. It was a 
beautiful day; it was a room full of smoke. 
It was historic.” 

Awareness of 420 has spread far across 
the Pacific to Australia and New Zealand. 
A smoker calling himself “Max Stone” told

the Brisbane Times, “You’d go on a job, and 
you’d say to someone in the afternoon that 
it’s going to be 4:20 soon. If they give you a 
blank look, then you don’t take the conver¬ 
sation any further. But if they say, ‘Yeah’, 
then you’re instantly tuned into the 420 
culture that’s inside every workplace. It’s 
not as secretive as it used to be.” 

Certainly not, as a recent Google search 
for “420” brought up 913 million hits. 

Here in the Southland, any dispensary, 
delivery service, recommendation-grant¬ 
ing doctor’s office, cannabis-finding web¬ 
site, hydroponics outlet, as well as every 
other part of the marijuana ecosystem, is 
packed with 420 references. Phrases such 
as “420-friendly” sometimes appear in 
roommate ads on Craigslist, indicating the 
current occupants are officially licensed 
medical-marijuana recipients and may not 
freak out over bong-water spills. 

CELEBRATING 420 
I agree: 420 is National Smoke Marijuana 
Day! Where can we celebrate? 

Celebrations of 420 are held around the 
country, despite the attempts of local 
authorities to stamp them out. Smoke-outs 
occur everywhere from New York’s Cen¬ 
tral Park to Minneapolis, as well as on doz¬ 
ens of college campusespo. A Hash Bash 
has been held in April for many years at 
the University of Michigan at Ann Arbor. 
San Francisco has the 420 Hemp Fest, 
while Marin County, birthplace of 420, for 
years held a ritual smoke-out atop Mount 
Tamalpais. 

Perhaps the largest is the annual 420 
event at the University of Colorado at 
Boulder. Fueled by social media such as 
Twitter and Facebook, the Colorado cele¬ 
bration can garner up to 10,000 celebrants. 
They merrily puff away despite the plead¬ 
ing of the college administration, which a 
few years ago sent out an email warning

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students to not “participate in unlawful 
activity that debases the reputation of your 
university and degree.” How the adminis¬ 
tration will react this year, after that state’s 
legalization of marijuana, is an interesting 
question. 

The celebration has spread to Australia, 
New Zealand and Canada, but not without 
controversy. A 420 rally was held on Parlia¬ 
ment Hill in Ottawa, Canada’s capital city, 
to promote decriminalization. However, 
the head of Canada’s Marijuana Party made 
a point of not attending. “Those things are 
counterproductive,” Blair Longley told the 
Ottawa Sun in 2009. “It’s like putting on a 
public-relations show that will backfire. The 
vast majority of people who will show up 
will only reinforce the stereotype.” 

The largest Canadian 420 turnout was 
on the West Coast, near the Vancouver Art 
Gallery. Perhaps confirming the stereotype, 


19-year-old Alannah Berard-Schwieger said, 
“It’s like going to the circus.” 

Befitting the county’s conservative cul¬ 
ture, celebrations in the OC have been much 
further underground, yet they do exist, such 
as the 420 Festival near Irvine Lake. In 
2012, local 420 celebrations included CUL¬ 
TURE Magazine’s 420 Party at Malone’s Bar 
& Grill in Santa Ana; the 420 Stoner Rock & 
Roll Roadshow at Tropics Lounge in Fuller¬ 
ton; an Orange County NORML 4/20 Fun¬ 
draiser & Celebration; and even a glassware 
show, “The Last 4:20,” at GooseFire Gallery 
in Long Beach. 

But the beauty of 420 is that you don’t 
need to dress up in a costume, go anywhere, 
or do much of anything to celebrate. Even 
though 420 is a “high holiday” for stoners, 
one of the great things about living in a free 
society (with relaxed marijuana laws) is that 
you can celebrate whichever way you want.

A lawsuit filed March 26 alleges 
that Long Beach police 
attacked a medical-mari¬ 
juana-dispensary employee 
while conducting a raid on a last year. 

The Weekly first reported on the June 
19, 2012, incident, last July, noting that 
the employee, Dorian Brooks, a young 
African-American with no prior arrests or 
convictions on his record, could be seen in 
security footage lying on the ground, pos¬ 
ing no visible threat as an officer stepped 
on his back and neck. The footage also 
shows officers trying to destroy a security 
camera afterward. 

According to the complaint, when 
Brooks cried out in pain from the full 
weight of the cop standing on his neck, 
officers participating in the raid roughly 
handcuffed him and said, “You’re a black 
drug dealer; you should be used to this.” 

When officers batted down the camera 
in an apparent attempt to destroy evi¬ 
dence of their behavior, the lawsuit claims, 
debris fell on Brooks, who again cried out 
in pain, at which point, an officer allegedly 
stated, “Shut up, you dumb nigger.” 
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The lawsuit states that officers refused 
to loosen the handcuffs on Brooks, and 
that officers made racially derogatory and 
otherwise-insensitive remarks to two over¬ 
weight Latino employees of the dispensary, 
but they did loosen the handcuffs on two 
white workers. Brooks began to lose sensa¬ 
tion in his hands, the lawsuit claims, and 
his repeated requests for medical attention 
were ignored. 

Unfortunately for the police, the entire 
incident was being filmed remotely. How¬ 
ever, the footage contains no audio sup¬ 
porting the lawsuit’s allegations that offi¬ 


cers made racial comments, and while the 
lawsuit does name several officers (black, 
white and Latino) who participated in the 
raid, it does not specify which officer alleg¬ 
edly uttered racist remarks. 

Brooks’ lawyer, Matthew Pappas, origi¬ 
nally filed a claim against the city in July 
of last year. On Feb. 7, the city rejected the 
claim. The lawsuit requests compensation 
for Brooks’ medical expenses and unspeci¬ 
fied damages, as well as an injunction 
against the police that would prevent them 
from further actions targeting medical- 
marijuana patients in Long Beach. |
